SUMMARY OF LIVESTOCK STATISTICS, MARCH 1952. 


GENERAL. Particulars for the year ended March 1952, possibly subject 
to slight revision, are shown in- the following paragraphs with those 
for 1951 in parentheses. It will be seen that sheep flocks have 
increased by 1,303,575 while cattle herds have increased by 4,902 (a 
grazing equivalent of about 35,000 sheep). More sheep have been imported 
from other States and less exported, there has been a greater natural 
increase and decreased numbers have been slaughtered. Since 196-47 
the number of sheep has increased from 7,958,618 to 11,470,088 and 
cattle from 423,980 to 437,468. These facts, together with increased 
acreages of barley for grain from 502,005 to 831,893 and oats from 
252,325 to 387,361, are in contrast to the decreased acreage for wheat 
Promo. 51, Ito. LO 1,012,907.

WOOL CLIP. 11,814,404 (10,735,760) sheep and lambs were reported 
to have been shorn, the total clip including crutchings etc. being 
114,161,853 (103,073,716) lbs. The average fleece for sheep and lambs 
combined was 9,66 (9.60) lbs. and for sheep only 11.39 (11.29) lbs. 

The total wool production would include approximately another 11,000,000 
(11,064,309) lbs. for wool fellmongered and on skins for export, making 
# total wool production of 425,161,855 (111,138,025) lbs, The previous 
record wool production was 115,464,000 lbs. in 1943-44. The wool 
production is valued at approximately £33,650,000 (£61,425,280) compared 
with a pre-war average of £4,000,000. The average price for greasy 
wool was 64.53d. (129.16d) compared with the pre-war average of 
approximately 12d. and the earlier extremes of 22.97d. in 192h-25 and 
6.62d. in 1930-31. 


CATTLE, All kinds 437,468 (432,566) increase 14,902. The record 
number was 64,141 in 1950. Dairying cows 176,455 (183,839) were 
classified as follows - in milk 103,658 (105,765) dry 48,534 (54,439) 
and springing heifers 24,263 (23,635). Other cattle included other
